SOVREIGNTY OR NO SOVREIGNTY. 

The whole question of recovering and 
preserving our liberties, rests, largely, upon 
what decision we come to in regard to the 
real depository of that “sovereignty,” which 
is originally in the People. If we deter- 
mine it shall rest in the States; and that a 
part of it shall be exercised through a fed- 
erated government composed of the Con- 
gress of the States, and the Executive, we 
are reasonably safe against foreign danger, 
domestic violence, or internal usurpation. 
But if we admit the doctrine upon which the 
union has been ruled for over four years,that 
Sovereignty ia vested in Congress anil that 
the President, as “commander in’ chief of 
the Army and Navy,” is an absolute dicta- 
tor in time of War, the question is decided ; 
we are alrcady éinslaved.

ion. The States are entirely sovereizgn.—

strong plain ground, that the States,did not 


limit their powers or shorten their.rights, 


by entering into that compact ealled the 
“Constitution for the United States,” any 
more than oue- nation does by its treaty 
agreements with another. 

Gur opponents: will triumphantly peint 
to the Coustitutional clanse, which asserts 
the absolute supremacy of all laws made 
in pursuance of that instrument, And that 
is the single argament which we propose 
at this moment to use. I: is precisely be- 
ganse the federal government is not clothed 
with sovereign powers, that such a clause 
becoine necessary. Nosuch clause is found 
in any State Constitution. Why? Because 
the undisputed sovereignty of the State 
makes its laws Supreme; and by virtue of 
that very sovereignty the States covenanted 
with each other that they would individu- 
ally yield the supremacy in certain gases to 
federal laws, 

But if they could, er had designed. to 
confer a portion of their sovereignty upon 
the Congress, then this clanse would have 
been unnecessary. Tts Jaws would have 
been sipreme at any rate. 

A divided) sovereiguty is impossible. 
“No man can serve two masters,” indeed, 
bat least of all will-two masters be content 
with the services of one wan? The States 
must be sovereign, using the Union as their
